W EXTY-F1VE y ears ag o the man with the temerity to su g ­ 
g est that the teleg raph wou ld disappear from the railroads 
within half a centu ry wou ld hav e been set down as a fool—or 
crazy . 
Today the railroad teleg raph is on the brink of the aby ss 
and a little shov e will pu sh it ov er. 
Thirty of the principal 
railroads of the United States are ex perimenting with a su b­ 
stitu te for the teleg raph. 
Eig hty hav e g iv en seriou s consider­ 
ation to the su bject and a majority hav e decided to beg in the 
chang e. 
These eig hty roads operate 211,6 8 1 miles of track, 
TO per cent, of the cou ntry 's total, and at the present time hav e 11,6 32 
miles equ ipped for the new ex periment. 
The new means of commu nication between stations is to be the tele­ 
phone. 
For sev eral y ears railroad officials hav e been considering the tele­ 
phone as a possible su bstitu te for the key in the operation of trains. Noth­ 
ing was done ex cept in a small way , becau se there was no way to prev ent 
ev ery other person on the line from hearing the messag e. 
The inv ention of the ‘‘selector’* pu t the matter in a new lig ht. 
The 
“selector,’* which has been made practicable, is an instru ment that makes 
it possible for the central office to commu nicate with any su boffice u n­ 
known to all the other su boffices. 
The su boffices to commu nicate with 
each other mu st do so throu g h the central office. 
Only one set of wires 
is u sed. 
Becent ev ents hav e added to the arg u ments in fa v o r o f the telephone. 
One of the most effectiv e was the dcision by Ju dg Kenesaw M. Landis 
of the United States cou rt u pholding the nine-hou r law fo r ra ilro a d em­ 
ploy ees. 
In order to obey this law the railroads mu st hav e an additional 
force 
of 15,000 teleg raph Opera to rs, the estimated salaries of which 
wou ld ag g reg ate $10,000,000 a y ear. 
It wou ld be far less difficu lt to secu re competent telephone operators, 
the adv ocates of the telephone train dispatching sy stem contend, becau se 
it wou ld requ ire not more than one-fifth the time for them to qu alify , j 
Another economical arg u ment in fa\or of the telephone is that in 
the cou ntry districts the offices cou ld he manned by “nativ es" with ju st 
as g ood, if not better, resu lts than cou ld be obtained by importing opera- 
j 
tors. 
The residents wou ld be willing to accept lower wag es in order to 
liv e at home. 
It is estimated by some of the leading railroads that a 
sav ing of from 15 to 46 per cent, cou ld be effected in this manner. 
The recent tieu p in Mex ico of the national railway s becau se of a 
strike of their

NEEDLE FLOATING ON WATER 


Sim plest Way Is to L ay T in y Piece of 
Steel on Tissue Paper— Latter 
Will Soon Sink. 


There are sev eral way s of making 
a needle float on the su rface of the 
water. 
The simplest way is to place 
a piece of tissu e paper ou the w*ater 
and lay the needle on it, the paper 
soon becomes soaked with water and 
sinks to the bottom, while the needle 
Is left floating on the top. 
Another method is to hang 
the 
needle in two sling s made of threads, 
which mu st be carefu lly drawn away 
as soon as the needle floats. 
If y ou mag netize a sewing needle by 
ru bbing it on a fairly strong mag net, 
and float it on the w'ater, it will make 
an ex tremely sensitiv e compass, and 
if y ou place two needles on the water 
at the same time y ou will see them 
slowly approach each other u ntil they 
float side by side; that is, If they do 
not strike tog ether so heav ily as to 
cau se them to sink. 


Mag pies are as clev er as they are 
noisy . One was offered an ex ting u ish­ 
ed cig ar stu mp which it beg an to tear 
apart. 
Bu t apparently chang ing its 
mind, the bird proceeded to ru b the 
stu mp, held In its beak, ov er ev ery 
part of its body , inclu ding the wing s, 
in a most carefu l and methodical man­ 
ner. 
The ex periment was su bsequ ent­ 
ly repeated many times, alway s with 
the same resu lt. 
The mag pie is so

ov er Its feathers.

hav e a pu rpose, the destru ction of par­ 
asites, and are determined by atav ism, 
or inherited instinct.

state some u nidentified plant 
mu st 
hav e been u sed as an insecticide in­ 
stead of tobacco. The mag pie's action, 
fu rthermore, seems to be an u nqu es­ 
tionable Instance of me u se of tools 
by a lower animal. 
Cats, too, are famou sly clev er. 
A 
kitten abou t six months old was taken 
to a hou se a few miles from its birth 
place, confined in a room, and tender­ 
ly cared for du ring a week, and then 
set at liberty . 
It was su pposed to 
hav e become accu stomed to its new 
su rrou nding s, bu t it retu rned to its 
old home on the day of its release. 
The sense of locality and direction 
was ex hibited still more striking ly by 
an old tom cat which was stolen and 
carried a distance of 20 miles, con­ 
fined in a bag .

N THESE day s, when the reforest­ 
ing of the waste lands 
of 
ou r 
cou ntry is becoming a q u estion of 
su ch 
national 
importance, 
the 
stu dy of the relativ e v alu e of dif­ 
ferent species of trees is natu rally 
v ery essential. 
Scientific parties are scou ring 
the earth in search 
for 
new' 
plants, fru its and v egetables 
to 
add to ou r enjoy ment and happiness 
A good 
degree of su ccess has already attended their ef­ 
forts, and dou btless mu ch more will y et be ac­ 
complished by them. 
Owing to the rapidly increased price of 
limber and lu mber, the matter of forest grow' 
ing is of v ital interest to the great corpora 
(ions lik e the railroads, manu factu ring and 
bu ilding companies, that mu st hav e, for their 
v ery ex istence, v ast q u antities of timber and 
lu mber. The timber req u ired by the railroads 
lor the one item of railroad ties, not 
tak ing 
into consideration the q u antity u sed in the con 
stru ction of cars and bu ildings, consu mes the 
ou tpu t of many hu ndreds of thou sands of acres 
of timber lands ev ery y ear. 
While u ndou btedly the v alu able 
trees 
in­ 
digenou s to America will be most largely re­ 
planted and u tilized, many others tLat are not 
nativ es of this continent, when fou nd by ex ­ 
periment to be easily grown and of v alu e, will 
also be imported and largely cu ltiv ated. 
in the case of the eu caly ptu s this has already 
been done, and so ex tensiv ely is fhe tree now 
grown in California, and so 
m a ny and v alu ed 
are its u ses, that it will be news to mu ltitu des 
to hear that there still liv e many who remem­ 
ber when it was first brou ght into that state

tralia, its original home. 
It was a su rprise, as well as & rev elation, to 
find on ou r recent v isit to Au stralia that in 
that far-away land, u nder the Sou thern Cross, 
were growing trees that towered in the air 150 
feet higher than the great Seq u oia, the famou s 
red wood of ou r American west; and y et su ch 
is the fact, as some specimens of the Eu caly p­ 
tu s amy gdalina reach to the great height of 
48 0 feet. 
Specimens abou nd that are from 120 
to 200 feet in circu mference 
They are prac­ 
tically of no u se for commercial pu rposes, as 
the ex pense of cu tting down su ch 
enormou s 
trees and then getting their logs split u p into 
pieces that can be handled Is so great that 
these monsters are passed by the thrifty lu m­ 
bermen for the smaller ones that are 
more 
easily handled. 


The Eu caly ptu s amy gdalina is the tallest, if 
not perhaps the largest, tree that grows. Speci 
mens ov er 400 feet high are freq u ently fou nd, 
while seine hav e been measu red towering u p 
to 47 0 and 480 feet. 
The timber of these great 
specimens is easily work ed, and, as it does noi 
warp readily , is mu ch u sed in carpentry . 
The eu caly ptu s tree is a genu a ol trees and 
shru bs of the natu ral order of My rtacea, em 
bracing abou t 150 species 
All bu t fou r of 
them are nativ es of Au stralia and Tasmania 
only . 
The eu caly ptu s trees are *o abu ndant 
in many parts of Au stralia that ov er v ast areas 
they are practically the only trees v isible. The 
fact that the fu lly dev eloped trees are desti­ 
tu te of sy mmetry and beau ty robs the great 
Au stralian wooded regions of that attractiv e­ 
ness and charm which giv es su ch pleasu re and 
delight to the primev al forests of America. 
One strik ing characteristic of sev eral v arie­ 
ties of the eu caly ptu s is that, while they nev er 
eeem to shed their leav es, they cast or slou gh 
off their bark in long strips ev ery y ear. 
The 
leav es, which hav e a leathery appearance, con­ 
tain a considerable q u antity of v olarile oil. The 
tinctu re or oil ex tracted from them has a bit­ 
ter aromatic taste and is ex tensiv ely u sed as 
a remedy for v ariou s diseases. 
On the y ou ng shoots of many species the 
leav es In pairs are opposite to each other, as 
they appear on ordinary planta, while on the 
order branches the leav es are arranged alter­ 
nately and grow in su ch a way that they pre­ 
sent their edges to the su n. This seems to be 
natu re's prov ision to protect them from the 


intense heat of the tropical au n of those lands 
where they most flou rish. 
The Eu caly ptu s globu lu s, generally called 
the blu e gu m, from Its blu ish-green leav es, Is 
the v ariety most su ccessfu lly grown in Califor- 
nit. 
It has also been introdu ced and flou rishes 
in India, Natal, Egy pt, Algeria, and In v ariou a 
parts of sou thern Eu rope and in some other 
warm cou ntries. It cannot stand the frost, and 
so mu st be classed among tropical trees. 
Per­ 
haps only In the state of Florida and Califor­ 
nia can we ex pect to see It in perfection in 
this cou ntry ; y et althou gh its introdu ction into 
California has been of bu t recent date, already 
its v alu e to that state has been v ery consider­ 
able. 
Some of the species of eu caly ptu s are mu ch 
more v alu able than others. 
There is also a 
great div ersity both in their appearance and 
worth 
One of the most v alu able is the Eu ca­ 
ly ptu s marginata, popu larly called the Jarrah 
wood. 
It grows to a great size and Its tim­ 
ber is so hard that it is fou nd to be especial­ 
ly v alu able in the constru ction of wharv es, as 
It resists the attack of the ship worms and 
borers that are so destru ctiv e to ordinary wood 
Becau se of this q u ality it also enters largely 
Into the constru ction of ships and is u ltilized 
in other marine u ses. 
Some v arieties of the eu caly ptu s y ield a 
k ind oi astringent gu m or resin called Vino, 
while from others a species of manna—a hard 
little, sweet su bstance—is obtained in consid­ 
erable q u antities. 
As an antidote against ma­ 
laria and as being v alu able in warding off or 
dissipating malaria in regions where malaria 
abou nds, the eu caly ptu s has obtained a con­ 
siderable repu tation. 
Ex pert opinions seem to 
be div ided as to the way In which its benefi­ 
cent resu lts come abou t. 
Some think it Is th* 
resu lt of the v olatile oils which these trees 
giv e off throu gh their leav es, acting as a neu ­ 
tralizing and ev en destru ctiv e power against 
the malarial matter In the atmosphere; others 
maintain that Its beneficent resu lts are cau sed 
by the fact of the trees being su ch rapid grow­ 
ers. and the great q u antity of water they thu s 
absorb and then giv e off pu rifies the atmo­ 
sphere. 
Whatev er may be the cau se, the fact 
is ev ident that their presence in goodly nu m­ 
bers, planted in malarial regions, has produ ced 
moBt beneficent resu lts. 
The Roman C ampagna especially has been 
greatly benefited, so much no that large por* 
tions once considered almost fatal to human 
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life, and shu nned and feared, are now 
the 
abodes of nu mbers of people who find, since 
the introdu ction of the eu caly ptu s trees, bu t 
little traces of the dreaded malaria that for 
ages 
3nce cau sed those regions 
to 
be 
so 
shu nned and deserted. 
In the low malarial regions arou nd the Cape 
of Gocd Hope and in some similar u nhealthfu l 
regions arou nd Algiers and 
elsewhere, the 
same benlficent resu lts hav e followed the Intro­ 
du ction of the eu caly ptu s trees. 
As y et no v ariety has been discov ered that 
is able to withstand ev en a moderate frost, bu t 
the fact that millions of these trees can 
be 
raised so easily and q u ick ly in California and 
Florida and perhaps In the warm places on the 
Ou lf of Mex ico, and that It« timber can be so 
widely u tilized. Is a matter for congratu lation 
to all who are interested In the conserv ation of 
ou r forests and also In the Introdu ction of new 
v arieties of trees that will add to the timber 
wealth of the cou ntry . 
In general, eu caly ptu s may be su ccessfu lly 
planted In the sections of the United States 
su itable for the cu ltu re of citru s fru its. 
They 
are grown in nearly all the agricu ltu ral sec­ 
tions of California, along the coast of sou thern 
Oregon, and to a limited ex tent in 
Arizona 
New Mex ico and western Tex as. 
Sev eral spe­ 
cies hav e also be6n planted in Florida 
and 
along the Gu lf coast. 
Here, howev er, occa­ 
sional frosts hav e k illed or sev erely damaged 
the trees, and lor tnis reason 
planting 
has 
been discou raged. 
The blu e gu m (Eu caly ptu s globu lu s) has a 
phenomenally rapid rate of growth. 
Seedlings 
stands will av erage a height growih of 50 feet 
in 6 y ears and 100 feet in 10 y ears. 
Under 
v ery fav orable conditions indiv idu al trees hav e 
reached a height of 125 feet and a diameter of 
36 inches in 9 y ears. 
In sprou t stands growth 
Is ev en more rapid; trees freq u ently reach 3 
inches in diameter and 35 feet in height in 8 
months, while in 3 y ears a diameter of 7 inches 
,and a height of 7 0 feet are often attained. 
In 
California, u nder fav orable conditions, trees 
hav e attained a height of 17 5 feet and a di­ 
ameter of 5' feet In 25 y ears. 
Althou gh some­ 
times irregu lar in form, the tree tends to de­ 
v elop a straight, gradu ally tapering, u nfork ed 
stem. 
In plantations the tru nk s become rap­ 
idly cleared of branches to 
a 
considerable 
height, bu t In the open, trees branch 
more 
widely and gradu ally dev elop a short crown 
of massiv e, spreading branches. 
Blu e gu m 
is practically immu ne from dis­ 
ease. 
Where trees are reprodu ced by sprou ts, 
the old stu mps freq u ently decay slowly at the 
heart, while the sprou ts remained 
u naffected. 
Growing trees are not attack ed by insect ene­ 
mies, bu t felled timber ly ing u nbark ed u pon 
the grou nd is su bject to inju ry by a wood-ml 
ning insect. 
Blue gum rarely suffers any breakage of the 
limbs by winds, and the spreading root s y s ­ 
tem renders tha trees very wind-firm. 


Fire is the greatest sou rce of inju ry to eu ­ 
caly ptu s plantations. 
Both the natu ral charac­ 
teristics of the trees and the conditions within 
planted grov es render them pecu liarly su scep­ 
tible to fire inju ry . 
The large q u antity of lit­ 
ter—dry leav es, branches and shredded bark — 
which accu mu lates beneath a stand is ex treme­ 
ly Inflammable. 
The bark of eu caly ptu s is so 
thin that the trees are inju red ev en by light 
su rface fires. 
The wood of blu e gu m is v ery heav y , hard, 
strong and tou gh, bu t is not du rable in contact 
with the soil. 
It Is close-grained, and is split 
with difficu lty after it has dried. 
It is less elas­ 
tic than hick ory , bu t It has been demonstrated 
by mechanical tests that seasoned blu e gu in 
timber is a little Inferior in strength and stiff­ 
ness to the best second-growth hick ory . 
In ap­ 
pearance it closely resembles the wood of hick ­ 
ory and ash. 
Blu e-gu m timber is u tilized for a great v ari­ 
ety of pu rposes in California. 
The wood is ex ­ 
cellent for fu el, and in the treeless v alley s has 
been the chief fu el su pply for many y ears. 
In 
sou thern California the steady demand renders 
commercial planting for fu el v ery profitable. 
Eu caly ptu s timber has been ex tensiv ely u sed in 
California for wharf piling. 
Blu e-gu m piles are 
in u se in nearly ev ery port on the California 
coast, and ex tended trial has shown that they 
resist the attack s of marine borers which de­ 
stroy timber in sea water longer than other 
species commonly u sed for piling 
Blu e-gu m 
timber has also been u sed to some ex tent for 
fence posts and telephone poles. The wood is 
not su itable for this pu rpose, howev er, on ac­ 
cou nt of its short life in the grou nd. 
Seasoned 
posts la3t a little longer than green posts, and 
timber cu t from the heart is more du rable than 
sapwood. 
Blu e-gu m timber has be^n u sed to a limited 
ex tent to determine Its v alu e for •'allroad ties. 
The resu lts thu s lar obtained indicate that It 
compares fav orably with second-grade pine-tie 
timber. 
The lu mber has been ex tensiv ely u sed for v e­ 
hicle stock and for wooden parts of agricu ltu ral 
Implements. 
It is also made into insu lator pins 
for electric wiring, and is u sed lor fu rnitu re 
and cabinet work , hardwood flooring, trip-ham­ 
mer beams, the lev ers of windlasses, and the 
block ing for oil and wine presses, wood pav ing, 
pu lley block s and belt wheels. 
The ex tensiv e u tilization of gu m lu mber has 
hitherto been prev ented by the scanty su pply of 
timber of merchantable size and by the diffi­ 
cu lty ex perienced in seasoning the lu mber with­ 
ou t warping and check ing. 
It Is believ ed, how­ 
ev er, that In the seasoning of gu m no greater 
difficu lties will be encou ntered than in season­ 
ing of 
a ny other hardwood of similar density 
and strength. 
A produ ct of considerable importance deriv ed 
from blu e gu m Is the oil distilled from the 
leav es. Eu caly ptu s oil Is recognized as a v alu ­ 
able dru g and is ex tensiv ely u sed by pharma­ 
cists and phy sicians. 
In many 
v alley s 
of 
California eu caly ptu s 
windbreak s are considered absolu tely necessary 
to insu re the su ccessfu l produ ction 
of crops. 
They hav e been mcst ex tensiv ely u sed to safe­ 
gu ard citru s orchards from 
strong and 
de­ 
stru ctiv e w inds in sou thern California, bu t they 
are now' being established also for the pro­ 
tection of v iney ards and orchards of decidu ou s 
fru its, oliv es and walnu ts. 
The blu e gu m ex - j 
cels other species for windbreak pu rposes on ; 
accou nt of its height and the rapidity of its 
growth 
The tall shafts of ,the trees bend be­ 
fore the w ind and act as a cu shion to deflect It 
u pward ov er the orchard, 
whereas 
ordinary 
wind-break trees 
form a mere solid wall, and 
the wind draws dowmward, idrming eddies near 
the leeward side. 
Eu caly ptu s reprodu ce readily by both seeds 
and sprou ts. The trees 
bear seed in abu n­ 
dance annu ally , and u nder fav orable conditions 
natu ral reprodu ction 
is freely 
established. 
Trees also sprou t v igorou sly 
from 
both 
th# 
stu mp and the roots, either after cu tting or in 
response to inju ry . 
In California commercial 
grov es are almost inv ariably reprodu ced 
by 
sprou ts. 
Plaiftations 
shou ld be started with y ou ng 
trees and not by direct sowing. 
The opinion 
is generally held that eu caly ptu s seedlings aro 
so difficu lt to raise that their propagation Is 
impracticable 
except for expert 
nurserymen. 
In point of fact, blue gum is one of the most 
easily propagated species.

The Mediterranean coast is a long 
succession of bathing beaches, and for 
centuries sirens have left the imprints 
of their sandals upon its sands. 
The most perfect motor road in all 
England runs from London 
to 
the 
famous sea resort, Brighton, and that 
road, though 52 miles of Surrey and 
Sussex, is at least one real achieve­ 
ment w'hich must 
be 
credited to 
George IV. 
It was the prince hailed 
aa the most perfect gentleman in Eu­ 
rope who made fashionable Brighton. 
Once 
upon 
a 
time 
he 
made 
the 
first visit to his uncle, the duke of 
Cumberland, at his 
Brighton 
resi- 
j 
dence, and there he caught a glimpse 
of a pretty young actress sunning her­ 
self on the sands. 
Straightway he 
became enamored of the place, and 
literally commanded a city to spring 
up by the sea. 
It is over the road that he built that 
motor meets run from the capital to 
the famous old Ship tavern on the 
wide sea front esplanade. 
He built, 
as his plaything palace, at frightful 
recklessness 
of cost, the pavilion, 
which is the most interesting struc­ 
ture in the city, and it is in the beau­ 
tiful dome of the building that con­ 
certs, heard bf 3,000 at a time, are 
still held. 
Hailed as "the queen of the north,” 
and as the "English Riviera,” with all 
the usual attractions of a fashionable 
resort, Scarborough has also a de­ 
lightful blending of history, romance 
and legend. 
Many of 
the 
stately 
homes of England are in the neighbor­ 
hood whose owners have played a 
prominent part in the history of the 
nation. The ancient castle is a promi­ 
nent landmark far up and down the 
coast and the town has two handsome 
bays. 
Most carnival-like of all the bathing 
places in the world are the 
French 
and the Belgian resorts. 
There are 
villages, huge clusters of huts and 
tents and strange-looking straw hives 
on the sands. From these three troop 
the daintily dressed women and the 
grotesquely attired men. 
They bathe 
logether in water that more often 
than not barely wets their knees. For 
the women are here to be admired 
and the men have come to flirt and to 
ogle. Yes, it is like a carnival. 
It is 
a whirlpool of froth and fashion, a 
kaleidoscope of life and gaiety. This 
place where the people go into the 
sea tethered with 
ropes to dabble 
placidly in water of saucer-like shal­ 
lowness is a carnival of uproar and 
extravagance. 
It would seem that Trouville was 
discovered about 1830 by two marine 
painters. 
Rambling along the Nor­ 
man coast in search of subjects, they 
chanced one day upon an humble fish­ 
ing village 
at 
the 
mouth of 
the 
Toucques, where 
the 
rugged faces 


longed to the Orleans party, and by 
deposed 
statesmen. 
The 
imperial 
court had abandoned Dieppe and gone 
to Biarritz, but that was too far from 
Parts for the lesser officials and the 
busy men of the party to follow. And 
Trouville offered a bathing place with­ 
in six hours of Paris. 
So it came 
about that villas were built and a 
square foot of sand soon cost as much 
as a square foot of building ground 
in Paris itself. 
Very soon it was the 
favorite resort of the monde and the 
demi-monde. 
The real life of Trouville, of course, 
is closed to the merely passing visitor. 
Just as is the case at Cowes and at 
Newport. 
The passing caller has not 
the entree to the salons and the vil­ 
las. 
But he may see that the people 
change their toilets every hour, he 
may walk the promenade and the 
beach, firm and smooth, which slopes 
so slowly into the sea that the bather 
must wade far to get into water to 
his neck, even at hign tide, and he 
may visit the Casino, so close to the 
sea that the great tide of 1876 almost 
swept it away. 
Dieppe shows a seascape 
that 
is 
called “inexpressibly grand.” The vis­ 
itor seats himself upon the terrace 
and looks seaward over a glorious 
and 
far-stretching 
expanse. 
Some­ 
times It is as calm as a mirror. 
But 
the tide never creeps in. 
It brings 
waves and foam with it. 
Often it is 
turbulent. 
Sometimes it comes in as 
a raging plain that lifts'itself at last 
mountain 
high 
and 
thunderously 
dashes itself upon the shore and flings 
its salt showers over the spectators. 
It Is splendid for the eye and it 
gives vigor to the body. 
Napoleon 
played 
with 
Josephine, 
pushing her into the water, and hiding 
her bathing slippers, to the amuse­ 
ment of the boatmen and the onlook­ 
ing staff, in their bathing expeditions 
in 1808 from Bayonne to Biarritz, that 
bright little corner of France, nest­ 
ling at the foot of the Pyrenees, over­ 
looking the Bay of Biscay and ad­ 
joining tne Basque provinces of Spain. 
There are memories here of the 
Empress Eugenie also. 
On the slope 
and overhanging the great rocks at 
the head of the bay are the ruins of 
the bathing villa, where 
she 
and 
I.*cuis Napoleon spent many 
happy 
hours. It was sold, then enlarged and 
burned in 1903. 
There are many his­ 
torical 
memories 
here. 
Gladstone 
spent weeks here each year. 
Many 
battles were fought in the vicinity in 
the Wellington campaigns and the 
Spanish provinces adjacent are full of 
reminiscences of Loyola and Xavier. 
Ostend—to the initiated that means 
the most beautiful strand to be con­ 
ceived, as smooth as a billiard table 
and stretching away many a league. 
It means also in the summer months 
a most diverting spectacle, 
where 
dandies mince and flirt even with the 
waves, where bathing, dancing, ga­ 
ming and music occupy the fashion­ 
able 
world, and 
where the 
vast 
throngs present a gay and cheerful 
miscellany of faces and costumes. 
This most important seaside town 
on the continent of Europe has its 
palatial villas, including the summer 
residence of the king; its sports, polo, 
golf, tennis, racing, its great annual 
“bataille de fleurs,” its promenades, 
and around all its beach, a paradise 
for children, and its bath houses, so 
great a novelty for Americans. Above 
all, it has its kursall, the center of 


Ireland. 
Perhaps Portrush 
in 
the 
Emerald Isle is even more popular. 
England has Yarmouth and a score 
of big beaches, aside from those which 
have been named. 
There are good 
beaches in Wales and along the Clyde 
in Scotland. 
Spain has San Sebas- 
tain across the border from Biarritz. 
On the Bay of Biscay, also, in Arca- 
ehon, nestling among the pines, 
40 
miles from Bordeaux. 
Other and not so “advanced" coun­ 
tries have also their summer exodus 
to the shore. Tunis, for instance, has 
a number of popular resorts. 
What 
Brighton is to the Englishman, and 
what Dieppe is to the Frenchman, 
that Hades is to the Tunisian. 
La 
Marsa is said to resemble Trouville. 
Bathing is an indulgence 
that 
is 
proper at any hour of the day. Those 
who bathe don no special dress, but 
enter the water exactly as they were 
at the moment they decided to bathe. 
Then they stretch out on the sands to 
dry. 
At

When Seattle’s Alaska-Yukon-Paciflc 
exposition was at its height last sum­ 
mer I was fortunate enough to 
meet 
the venerable Frederick W. Seward, 
assistant and acting secretary of state 
under three presidents—Lincoln, John­ 
son and Hayes. 
Quite naturally, the 
conversation turned on Alaska. 
“I presume,” said Mr. Seward, “that 
there will always prevail 
the 
belief 
that my father, when he was Johnson’s 
secretary of state, brought about the 
purchase of Alaska from Russia pri­ 
marily for the purpose of paying a na­ 
tional debt of gratitude to Russia for 
the moral assistance that she gave the 
Union during the Civil war. There is 
not, however, the slightest foundation 
of fact for this belief. I know person­ 
ally what I am talking about, for while 
the negotiations for the purchase of 
Alaska were on I was both father’s as­ 
sistant and Confidant. 
“It was in 1866 that Cyrus W. Field 
finally and definitely demonstrated to 
the world the feasibility of binding the 
continents together 
with 
submarine 
telegraph cables. Until this epoch- 
markihg demonstration was made to 
the satisfaction of the entire world, 
Russia had given no indication of any 
desire to part with her North Ameri­ 
can possessons. In fact, until the sub­ 
marine cable was pronounced a suc­ 
cess. Russia had 
long 
dreamed 
of 
utilising Alaska as the key to her con­ 
trol of an intercontinental telegraphic 
land system. The telegraph could eas­ 
ily have been carried across Bering 
strait, which is only 36 miles wide at 
its narrowest point; and to this day 
yon may see in Alaska the relics of a 
part of the lntercontinenal plant that 
Russia began to build there as early as 
the late fifties. 
When, however, the 
news came of Field’s success, Russia 
was led to believe that Alaska would 
be of no further material value to her, 
and about that time she and Great 
Britain tentatively entered into a dip­ 
lomatic discussion regardng the poss­ 
ible cession of the territory to the latter 
nation.

In fact, as I recall It now, we 
accepted 
without 
question 
RusUa’s 
terms of seven million, two hundred 
thousand dollars. 
“Here, then, was my father’s sole 
reason for purchasing Alaska. At the 
time of the purchase he knew that the 
Alaskan fisheries would be valuable, 
but he had no idea of the real value 
that th© territory would ultimately be 
to us. But after his trip to Alaska in 
1869, two years after he 
had 
pur­ 
chased it for the nation, he was per­ 
suaded that, almost unknown to us, we 
had secured control for a mere 
pit­ 
tance of the world's greatest treasure 
houses, a territory of 
inconceivable 
wealth—and all because its purchase 
helped him to realize in good part his 
old ambition of 
seeing 
the 
United 
States in control of all the continent’s 
western coast line north of the tip of 
Lower California.”

I am satisfied that the pres­ 
ent methods of rubber production are 
wasteful; I am told that there is an 
unnecessary destruction of trees. But 
I am also satisfied that, lf a set of 
earnest and capable young men would 
organize 
an 
adequate 
corporation, 
penetrate the equatorial regions with 
a satisfactory and reasonably swift 
system 
of communication, 
and 
go 
about systematically and scientifical­ 
ly cultivating rubber trees, that there 
is no other industry which would be­ 
gin to yield the profits these rubber 
men would obtain. 
To my mind, the scientific care of 
rubber trees and production of rubber 
offers extraordinary opportunities. 
It 
should appeal to the ablest and the 
most ambitious of the young men who 
desire to make great 
careers 
and 
great fortunes. 
Were I a young man 
4 would be tempted to go into the • 
rubber industry myself. But—oh. well, 
I don’t suppose that I shall live to see 
the day, for I am getting along in 
years now; but I am willing to predict 
that many men now of middle life will 
realize before they become old that 
perhaps the greatest Industrial staple 
in the world, excepting cotton, and, of 
course, the food grains, is rubber.”
